Washington, January 10.—(4)— 
Herbert Hoover gave today over to 
conferences, chiefly with congressional 
leaders on the questions of farm re- 
lief and tariff revision and his last 
caller, Representative Willis C. Haw- 
ley, of Oregon, after being closeted 
with the president-elect for some 
time, forecast an extra session about 
the middle of April to tackle both. 

Hawley, chairman of the powerful 
house ways and means committee 
which already has started hearings On 
tariff revision, emphasized that he 
was voicing his own views as Mr. 
Hoover himself had said nothing on 
the subject. 

The Oregon member, however, said 
it was his opinion the new congress, 
the 7Zist, would be called together 
about the middle of April and that 
an attempt would be made to put 
tariff and farm relief bills through 


by July 4. 

During the campaign Mr. Hoover 
promised to call a special session if 
the farm question were not disposed 
of by the present congress, and al- 


though Chairman McNary, of the 
senate agriculture committee, has a 
measure pending, a number of mem- 
bers in th the senate and house 
have expressed a desire that this sub- 
ject settled by the Hoover adminis- 
tration. The tariff work now under 
way by the ways and means commit- 
tee is intended to serve as a basis 
for legislation to be enacted at either 
a apecial session or the regular ses- 
sion which will start next December. 

In this connection Mr. Hawley said 
he believed house members from the 
mid-west de not wish farm legisla- 
tion to come up at the present session 
of congress and added that the farm 
question and the tariff were closely 
allied and should be put through to- 
gether. 

“Tariff ia the greatest relief the 
farm has or ever will have,” he de- 
clared. ) 

The tariff hearing by his commit- 
tee, he said, would be completed dur- 
ing the present session and the work 
of drafting the bill then would be 
turned over to sub-committees. He 
said he expected the subcommittee 
would have their work in shape by 
April 20. Approximately 15 per cent 
of the items now on the tariff list, 
he said, would be affected.

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TARIFF ON OILS 
FROM PRILIPPINES 


Association Says Islands 
Supply Third of Total; 
New England Asks Free 
List for Gypsum. 


Washington, January 10.—(4)— 
Delegates to the Southern Tariff as 
sociation today unanimously adopted 
a resolution calling upon congress to 
levy a full rate of duty against all 
products of the Philippine Islands 
imported into the United States in 
competition with the products of this 
country. 

The resolutions point out that 86 
per cent of the total imports of vege- 
table oil comes duty free entirely from 
the Vhilippine Islands and declares 
it is essential that a new tariff sched- 
ule be written into the law to “per- 
mit the full and profitable develop- 
ment of a_ self-sufficient supply of 
animal, vegetable and marine oils in 
the United States.” 

Ed Woédall, Texas cottonseed 
crusher, told the conference that the 
importation of cocoanut oil from the 


islands during the past year equaled 
about one-third of the total produc- 


‘tion of American cottonseed oil and 


presented figures designed to prove 
that within the next five years the 
cocoanut oil industry in the Philip- 
pines would be in a position to ship 
into the United States quantities of 
oil in excess of the total domestic pro- 
duction of cottonseed oil. 

New York and New England gyp- 
sum interests came to grips today at 
the house ways and means commit- 
tee hearings on tariff revision and led 
to questioning by democrats as to just 
what constituted republican tariff 
protection. 

Gypsum, a product obtained from 
rock which is used largely in the man- 
ufacture of wall plaster, was the sub- 
ject of the controversy when the com- 
mittee began a two-day hearing on 
the earths, earthenware and glassware 
schedule. 

H. W. Ripey, of Rochester, N. Y.., 
representing domestic gypsum produc- 
ers, argued that imported crude gyp- 
sum, now duty free, was entering the 
United States in such large quantities 
that New York producers were threat- 
ened with being driven out of the 
market. He suggested a duty of $3 a 
ton on crude and $3,50 a ton on 
crushed gypsum, the latter now com- 
ing in under a $1.40 duty, to enable 
domestic producers to compete with 
foreign concerns. 

Sewell L. Avery, president of the 
United States Gypsum company, ap- 
pearing for manufacturers who have 
gypsum quarries in Nova Scotia, con- 
tended that native gypsum was de- 
nied New England plants because of 
high freight rates and that the im- 
ports of the erude product from the 
Canadian province, free of duty, were 
essential to the growing development 
of the New England industry. He 
wanted the $1.40 rate on the crushed 
article maintained. 

Asked by Representative Garner. 
Texas, ranking democrat on the com- 
mittee, if the New England manufac- 
turers preferred the imported article 
to the domestic, Avery said they were 
users of both, but that the Nova 
Scotian product was needed to meet 
¢xpansion in the trade.

THORPE PREDICTS 
SOUTHS PROGRESS 


Editor of Nation’s Busi- 
ness, Here for Meeting, 
Impressed by Georgia’s

That the south is more readily ac- 
cepted by northern capital than ever 
before was the opinion voiced Thurs- 
day by Merle Thorpe, editor of Na- 
tion’s Business, who came to Atlanta 
to address the convention of the Na- 
tional League of Commission Mer- 
chants, at the Biltmore hotel. He 
added that 1929 would witness an 
even greater industrial development 
in the southeast, bringing an influx 
of capital and population. 

Mr. Thorpe is considered one of the 
country’s foremost business writers. 


His work as editor of Nation’s Busi- 
ness, the official organ of the United 
States Chamber vf Commerce, brings’ 
him in close contact with the leading 
industries of the nation. 

He believes that the acceptance of 
the south’s industrial opportunities 
is due in large measure to the “excel- 
lent advertising” that has been done 
by such cities as Atlanta, Chattanooga, 
Jacksonville and Spartanburg. 


Common Sense in Use, ° 
“In recent years,” he stated, “com-

Newspapers Suppressed, 
Governmental Employ- 


Suddenly Turned Fascist 


Belgrade (By Telephone to Vien- 
na), Januafy 10.—(#)—Dismissal to- 
day of several hundred officials and 
employees attached to the skupstina, 
Yugo-Slavian parliament, was accept- 
ed here as indication that the body will 
remain suspended under the new dic- 
tatorship of King Alexander for a 
long time, perhaps indefinitely. 

At the same time there were other 


indications that possibly in the near 
future the government will undertake 
negotiation of a loan with an Eng- 
lish group, and will dismiss half of 
those now connected with the civil 
service, retiring some on pension and 
maintaining others at half their an- 
nual wage. 

King Alexander today had a long 
eonference with Dr. Vojislay Marin- 
kovitch, foreign minister in the newly- 
formed cabinet, regarding the Triune 
kingdom's foreign policy, in which, it 
is forecast, there. will be no change. 

Events of the past few days have 
disclosed much regarding the charac- 
ter of the new government. The regime 
had paralyzed all political life. Op- 
position from political parties, news- 
papers, and individuals has been sup- 
pressed most summarily, and even 
members of the government and for- 
merly outspoken political leaders fear 
to express themselves lest they be in- 
terpreted as running counter to the 
king’s Draconian ordinances. The 
newspapers publish virtually nothing 
regarding the existing situation. They 
have before them the example of 
“Rjec” which was confiscated by the 
government for publishing the rela- 
tively harmless statement of. a poli- 
tician that the new regime was not 
sufficiently neutral towards all par- 
ties. Samu Pravda, mouthpiece of the 
radical party, is suspending after 40 
years publication, as is also Odiek, 
an old-established democratic paper.

Of this $500 worth has been 
recovered, leaving about $1,750 worth 
of goods still missing, according to 
Mr. Mather.

KING MAKES GOOD 
HEADWAY, SAYS 
MEDICAL JOURNAL 


London, January 10.—(P?)—A quiet 
day without change was the story 
told by tonight’s bulletin from the 
medical attendants of King George. 
More informing was the weekly re- 
view in the British Medical Journal, 
which remarked : 

“His majesty is making as much 
headway as can be expected at this 
stage of his long, grave illness. Since 
the beginning of the new year the 
upward steps toward recovery have, 
we believe, outnumbered the down- 
ward steps.” 

The Journal added that an early 
and smooth convalescence was out of 
the question after such a severe ill- 
ness. But it rointed out that the 
general symptoms have been bettered 
of late, that the wound from the chest 
drainage operation is healing satisfac- 
torily and that the pulse rate has 
improved and is less easily disturbed.

FOREIGN RECORDS 
BARED IN. SENATE 


Names of George Barr 
Baker and Ivy Lee Are 
Brought Into Minutes of 
Investigating Body. 


Washington, January 10.—(United 
News.)—Further information on what 
appears to be a thriving international 
traffic in forged government docu- 
ments was brought to light today with 
the publication of testimony secretly 
taken early this week by a sénate in- 
vestigating committee. 

Besides revealing the existence of 
spurious documents hitherto unpub- 
lished, the testimony brings into the 
investigation two more prominent 
names—George Barr Baker and Ivy 
Lee. Baker is a confidential adviser 
of President-elect Hoover and Lee the 
publicity agent for John Rockefeller. 

Arthur Bliss Lane, chief of the 
state department division of Mexican 
affairs, told the committee of 300.doc- 
uments secured from Baker which pur- 
port to come from the files of the 
American embassy in Mexico City, 
the transcript of testimony shows. 

Lane admitted that the department 
had considerable difficulty inducing 
Baker to, give up the documents, but 
said he did not know whether Baker 
intended to publish them as William 
Randolph Hearst used a similar set 
previously investigated by the senate 
committee. | 

Lee’s name appeared in a docu- 
ment purporting to come from the 
soviet embassy in Paris. It repre- 
sented Lee as the recipient of “periodi- 
cal payments” from the soviet treasury 
and bore the signature of Soviet Am- 
bassador Rakowsky. | 

This document, along with several 
others purporting to show that Sena- 
tor Borah, of Idaho, and Senator Nor- 
ris, of Nebraska, also received money 
from the soviet government, were 
through Dudley Field Malone, New 
York attorney, given to the commit- 
tee by an unnamed American during 
its investigation of the Heart docu- 
ments, the transcript reveals. 

The committee reported to the sen- 
ate yesterday that the documents 
mentioning Borah and Norris were 
“gross forgeries,” and Lane told the

Joins Move To Keep Lo- 
cal Publie Institutions 
on Accredited List. 


The move to prevent Atlanta high 
schools from being stricken from the 
accredited list of the Southern Asso- 
ciation of Colleges received impetus 
Thursday when a mass meeting was 
held at the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 


merce in an effort to procure neces- 
sary funds to relieve congestion and 
thus remove the threat. The session 
was under the auspices of the At- 
lanta Parent-Teacher council. 

Resolutions asking the finance com- 
mittee of the Atlanta city council to 
provide funds for the purpose’ were 
unanimously passed and will be for- 
warded to Wiley L. Moore, council- 
man from the seventh ward and 
chairman of the finance committee. 

Teachers Face Cut. 

A feature of the session was a 
statement by George Powell, president 
of the board of education, that unless 
adequate funds are provided the sal- 
aries of teachers in the system must 
be cut. 

“Drastic steps will be forced upon 
the board if adequate money is. not 
provided for operation of the schools,” 
Mr. Powell declared. “It probably 
will mean that the salaries of teach- 
ers will be forced downward in or- 
der to provide enough money to pre- 
vent the system from being dropped 
from the accredited list.” 

Budget Presented. 

Mayor Ragsdale late Thursday was 
presented the tentative budget_ pre- 
pared by the school department\‘call- 
ing for the expenditure of $3,726,- 
485.60 this year for schools, This fig- 
ure carries with it money to relieve 
the congestion in junior, senior and 
elementary schools. Mr. Ragsdale 
must approve or veto the budget be- 
fore Tuesday under the law.

Wife of One “Gunman”

Detroit, Mich., January 10.— 
United News.) —Mrs. Grace Wood, 39, 
accused of instigating a plot to as- 
sassinate her estranged husband, 
Ralph, 33, wealthy realtor, was for- 
mally charged with assault and in- 
tent to kill late today. She emphati- 
cally denied the charge when ar- 
rested. . 

Mrs. Wood was defiant tonight at 
the charges, claiming her husband 
was trying to “railroad her to prison.” 

“My husband is money-mad and is 
trying to frame me,” she charged. 
“Ever since I filed notice that I 


would contest his divorce suit there 
have been countless intrigues against 
me.” 

She was taken to police headquar- 
ters from the home her husband had 
given her when they separated a year 
ago. Mrs. Wood complained she was 
ill of influenza when she stepped 
from bed, officers said, she was al- 
most completely dressed. Her 70-year- 
old mother, Mrs, Mary Smith Raum- 
gardner, was held as a material wit- 
ness,

by Mrs. Wood to ‘Kill her De aly 
were held on similar charges, Wil- 
liam Haggerty, said to have been a 
third would-be assassin, was shot and 
killed when he walked into a trap 
set Wednesday night by police. 

The young wife of Cecil Holt, 25, 
who feared the consequences if her. 
husband joined in the murder plot, 
was, said to have made possible the 
inféfmation that brought about Hage 
gerty’s death and the arrest of Pierce 
and Thompson. 

Reporters All Attempt. | 

Mrs. Holt forced her husband to 
tell Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Paul Buckley of the plot. Fourteen 
deputy sheriffs and detectives were 
hidden about Wood’s office Wednes- 
day night when Holt and three men 
went there, presumably to carry out 
the death plot. 

Wood was given a revolver and told 
to walk from the office. As he stepped 
from the door, Haggerty struck at 
him with a blackjack but a volley of 
shots checked the blow. Wood and the 
detectives fired simultaneously. Hag- 
gerty’s body bore five bullet wounds. 

Reporters, photographers and of- 
ficers were so confused none could 
tell exactly what happened. William 
Dunnigan, a deputy, was wounded, 
but is expected to live. 

Wood and his wife separated after 
two years of married life. He said 
that his wife interfered with his busi- 
ness, called on real estate ity ts 
and disrupted his private and busi- 
ness life.

Holder Says,If MoreRevenue 
_Is Levied Against Gasoline 


_ State Highway Head Re- 
_ views Past and Future 
of Department Before 
City Club. 


With the imposition of an additional 
one-cent a gallon gasoline tax for a 
period of five years only and through 
the doubling of federal aid money 

a road building the state highway 
department will be able virtually to 
complete the present system of roads 
in five years, according to John L. 
Holder. chairman of the state high- 
way board, in a_ speech delivered 
- Thursday at a luncheon of the City 
club of Atlanta. 

Chairman Holder outlined in de- 
tail plans for completing the con- 
struction of the present state sys- 
tem of roads amounting to 6,300 miles 
without resorting to a bond issue. 
He pointed out that one-half a cent 
per gallon of the present gasoline 
tax is. diverted to other state pur- 
poses. With the revision of this one- 
half cent tax money to the highway 
department, the additional one cent a 

llon for five years and the dou- 
ling of federal aid money, ample 
funds will be on hand for carrying 
ou. this program, according to the 
chairman. 4 

In his speech the chairman reviewed 
the work dove by the highway depart- 
ment since it was created, cited fig- 
ures compiled by the assistant secre- 
tary and treasurer showing that the 
present indebtedness is less than $2,- 
000,000, which will be removed with 
the collection of revenues in January, 
February and March from the gaso- 
ling tax and the automobile license 
tags sale, and discussed the policy of 
the department relative to carrying 
out a general five-year road build- 


ing plan. 
Text of Speech. 
Chairman Holder's speech is as fol- 


OWS: 

“The state highway department was 
organized in 1919. The system con- 
sisted at that time of 4,800 miles. 
Later the law was amended so as to 
provide for 5,500 miles; later on, for 
.300 miles. The total mileage on 
the system today is 6,257,012. Lecent- 
ly a supreme court decisi 1 eliminat- 
ed from the system the mileage that 
was added under the act of 1925, So 
far as we are concerned, we earnest- 
ly favor the legislature making pro- 
vision for every mile of this to be 
restored to the state aid system. In 
nddition, there are a few places where 
other mileage is needed to bring the 
system towards perfection and we 
hope the legislature will make pro- 
vision for at least 200 miles more 
than the mileage which was recently 
eliminated by the court decision. But, 
ns just stated, the system has today 
6,257,012 miles. 

“Of this, in round numbers, 5,000 
miles have been graded and prepared 


| 


for paving; S87 per cent of the bridges 
on the system have plready been con- 
structed. ‘The state highway board 
has built more bridges with federa! aid 
on the state aid system of Georgia 
than has been constructed ,in any 
state in the union. 

“The total amount of paved roads 
on the state aid system either com- 
pleted or under construction and will 
soon be completed is 1,685.99 miles. 


Growth in Expenditure. 


“Great progress has been made in 
expenditures for roads on the state 
nid system since the organization of 
the state highway department. In 
1919 only $42,000 was spent: in 
1920, $1,800,000; in 1921 $2,442,000, 
but in 1927, $12.705,857.46 was 
spent for construction alone. The}

“So, at the end of five years all 
of the roads on the state aid system 
will be graded and the unpaved por- 
tion top-soiled.

Of eourse, with more revenue each 
year, the work of paving can be car- 
ried on more rapidly.

believe all will admit that all special’ 


taxes on gasoline, oi] and motor ve- 
hicles should be spent on the roads of 
the state. 

“Then suppose the revenue that now 
goes into the treasury from this one- 
half cent should go on the roads and 
the legislature should levy an addi- 
tiona! tax of 1 cent a gallon on gas- 
oline and that the revenue from this 
additional cent per’ gallon should be 
collected for five years only and 
should automatically stop being col- 
lected at that time. The revenue 
from this source of one and one-half 
cen’s per gallon for five vears would 
be $19,800.000. At $18,000 per mile 
this would pave 1,100 miles. Federal 
fiu should also be increased. While 
the revenue in the state has grown 
rapidly, the revenue from the federal 
government has remained practically 
the same. The revenue from federal 
uid should be doubled. 

Bill By Edwards. 


“Congressman Charles G. Edwards, 
congressman from the first Georgia 
district, has introduced a bill in con- 
gress to this end. This would add to 
the revenue of Georgia $10,000,000 in 
five years. This would build at $18.- 
000 per mile, 555 miles of paved high- 
ways. : 

“Therefore, with the revenue from 
one and one-half cent per gallon on 
gasoline of $19,800,000 and the reve- 
nu: from the .ederal government of 
$10,000,000 would be $29,800,000.

This would pave 1,655 miles, which, 
[added to the 4,038° miles 
give Goong 5,700 miles of paved 
roads on. the state aid system within 
this period of five years. 

“Thus far, no provision has been 
made for reimbursing the counties 
for the amount provided by them in 
the construction of the state aid sys- 
tem. Under Eat eoeeee law they, can- 
not be reimbu until the system has 
been completed. To reimburse them 
earlier it is necessary to change the 
law. In 1923 when the legislature 
gav’ to the counties the revenue from 
one cent a gallon on gasoline, the state 
really made provision. for taking care 
of the interest on the honded indebt- 
edness of these counties where coun- 
ties had bonds and provided revenue 
for matching federal aid in those coun- 
tie. that have issued no bonds. How- 
ever, provision can be made for reim- 
bursing the counties in this way: 

Reimbursing Counties. 

“At the end of the five-year period 
whic we have n discussing, the rev- 
enue from motor vehicle tay § will 
be .about $6,000,000 Divide this 
fund in two equal parts and spend 
one-half in maintaining the roads and 
paying general expenses of the depart- 
ment and the other one-half in reim- 
bursing the counties. Thus, the coun- 
ties can be reimbursed in full in less 
than ten years’ time by this plan from 
the time payment begins. 

“At the end of the next five years, 


counties should be relieved of any fur- ' 


ther financial participation in road 
construction. Also no longer collect 
revenue from the additional cent per 
gallon. The three cents a gallon rev- 
enue from gasoline and federal aid 
would be used for construction, 
amounting to ten millions would car- 
ry on a very fair program of road 
construction year by year; building 
more roads to be added to the system 
when the present system has been 
completed, 

“If the state wishes to carry on 
more rapidly the work of paving, then 
we suggest that it can done by 
providing funds for immediate use by 
cashing the revenue from l#-cent a 
gallon on gasoline for a period of say 
three to five years. There are,

Alabama, a state which 
has voted $50,000,000 in bonds, cannot

“In the great ‘Lone Star State,’ 
there is not a great paved highway 
stretching across the state. The map 
of a great western state, considered 
the greatest of all western states, 
Wisconsin, shows that this state has 
paved roads, but not one great hign- 
way reaching from state border to 
state border. While, on the other 
hand, Georgia has built or has under 
construction four great paved high- 
ways traversing the state from one 
side to the other. 

“It will be only a year or so now 
before Atlanta, the capital of Geor- 
gia, will have five to six great paved 
highways leading from this city to the 
state borders. It is a great city and 
is capital of one of the greatest states 
in this union.” 

Pavement an Experiment. 

In answering questions of club 
members at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress, Mr. Holder said that the origi- 
nal pavement between Maeon and 
Gray, which failed to stand up, was 
an experiment with a material local 
to that section, feldspar or decom- 
posed stone. The feldspar stood up 
as long as it was exposed to the 
weather, but when the asphalt was 
laid on top of the base, the paving 
began to give way within several 
months, he said.

They see directors of 
banks and corporations plotting how 
best to reduce the price of farm 
crops. 

“Dipping into the least developed 
of our natural resources—facts—we 
find quite the opposite. We find that 
the prosperity of business, big and 
little, is inextricably interwoven with 
the prosperity of the farmers. This 
is an economic age—an age in which 
industry has become so inter-related 
that a Jaw directed at one activity ex- 
tends out and on, affecting a score 
of others in unlooked-for industries 
and localities. 

“The growth in the number of gov- 
ernment bureaus, commissions and 
agencies has become appalling. Our 
forefathers designed a government 
with three main departments, execu- 
tive, legislative and judicial, and 
doubtless carried in mind the thought 
that the people best governed are 
those least governed. 

Government Reaching Out. 

“Today we have government reach- 
ing out through its agencies into all 
phases of our national life. This con- 


dition has been brought about, not | 


so much through bad leadership as be- 
cause of the absence of a leadership 
to combat the tendency. 

“We go blithely ahead asking Wash- 
ington to enter new fields of business 
activity. We forget that every en- 
try requires more laws, more job 
holders, more expenses, more taxes.” 

Dr. Rasmussen told, the commis- 
sion merchants that the produce trade 
best can meet chain store competition 
by adopting the business principles 
and methods used by the chain stores, 
which he defined as consolidation into 
larger units, establishment of efficient 
market services to customers and close 
study of operating costs.

The directors took the alleged confes- 
soin to Mr. Etheridge, who had re- 
mained at home because of a slight 
illness, and he immediately notified 
the state. banking department, the 
eximiners taking charge and closing 
the bank early Thursday morning. 

According to the alleged confession, 
the shortages began in 1922 when an 
‘unnamed drug addict threatened Han- 
cock and his wife and baby with 
| physical violence if money was not 
forthcoming. Hancock let the man 
have some money, and then became 
the victim of blackmail, the extortion 
‘f money continuing up to January 
of 1927, according to the statement. 

Hancock's alleged’ confession = set 
out that at one time he was indebted 
to the bank in the amount of $61,000, 
but hac reduced the sum to nearly 
$47,000 

Accounts Were Audited. 

Mr. Etheridge, however, said that 
investigation does not bear out Han- 
cock’s statement. The shortages have 
o.curred within the past few months, 
“from the way it looks to us,’ he 
said. Mr. Etheridge pointed out that 
the bank closed its doors during the 
collapse of the Manley chain, but that 
a very thorough audit was made, the 
institution found to be in fine con- 
dition, and a week later it was re- 
opened. This was in August of 1926, 
aud any shortages at that time cer- 
tainly would have been revealed by 
that audit. if they had escaped the 
regular annual peri- 
odjieal visits of he 
added.

- PHYSIOLOGY IS EDUCATION. 


Only the other day the censors ask- }. 


ed me to omit any mention of or al- 
lusion to sweat or sweating from an 
address I intended to deliver to a 
general audience. These words had 
an indelicate suggestion, the censors. 
explained, and might embarrass*wom- 
en and children. The absurdity of 
the thing was that a girl from a mu- 
sical comedy told the same audience 


a lot of intimate things about her 
legs, and she didn’t even call, ‘em 
limbs. Had I proposed to speak of 
perspiration my remarks might have 
passed the censot all right. But I 
object to prespiration as a misleading, 
affected and needless! long word. 
Sweating is good Anglo-Saxon even 
though it is not°done by that class of 
Americans who figuratively, like to 
bathe more or less in the public eye 
Imagine a physiologist trying to write 
a chapter on the perspiration glands! 

Speaking of physiology, it is a won- 
der the censors permit such a word 
to stand at all. Physiology, in the 
mind of an untutored individual, is 
just as nasty as sweating is, or as 
legs used to be. 

To be sure, a subject designated as 
“physiology” is nowadays included in 
the commor school curriculum, ~Pre- 
sumably every body and girl must 
learn not only short division and the 
chief products of Brazil but also 
something about the structure of the 
skin and how it works. Right here 
is the place ay impressing the 
youngster with Me thought that sweat 
is an indelicate word; teach the chil- 
dren to call it- perspiration and you 
can keep ’em believing that some of 
the chief products of the United States 
are absorbed through the skin, This 
is the secret of our prosperity. 

Why, oh, why do I always wax 
ironical, may 1 say, when I try to 
impart to the reader’s mind a meas- 
ure of the conviction I feel that this 
is precisely. what ails modern educa- 
tion. Some doctors make a slightly 
different diagnosis. ‘They say educa- 
tion fails because there is not enough 
religion in it. I would not imply 
that they are wrong, but I do sincerely 
think that my diagnosis embraces 
something besides faith and theology, 
something demanded by modern un- 
derstanding, namely, biology, knowl- 
edge (or at least the study) of life. 
The study of human physiology—not 
the claptrap commonly so-called in the 
elementary and high schools—is in it- 
self one of the greatest incentives 
to right living irrespective of other 
religious inspiration the student may 
or may not cherish. But speaking of 
ignorance— 

Once I rashly assumed, without 
stopping to verify the assumption, 
that the admonition “Know Thyself,” 
came from Scripture. and the type was 
still wet when the challenges began fo 
Might have saved myself 
the task, too, for a week or two later 
literate readers began jo inform me 
firmly that Pope swiped the phrase 
from Socrates; then a few weeks later 
the scholars began to apprise me gent- 
ly that Socrates stole it from Pytha- 
goras, and he in turn from Thales, 
who had it from some mythical Greek 
before Homer’s time. So I felt bet- 
ter about it. ; 

The physiology I would teach in the 
schools embraces all that the present 
textbooks touch upon and more. I be-, 
lieve at least one term of high school 
courses should be devoted to anatomy, 
as of educational value equal to a term 
of algebra or history. The ideal 
course in biology, the study of life, 
should comprise suitably graded terms 
of study in every school year, in bot- ; 
any, zoology, anafomy, physiology; h#- 
in- 
fants, dietetics and nutrition, physics, 
chemistry. psychology.

Mr. Rockefeller made public a form 
letter which he has mailed to stock- 
holders requesting those opposed to 
Colonel Stewart’s reelection’ to join the 
movement to oust him by mailing 
stockholders’ proxies, properly signed 
and witnessed, to Mr. Rockefeller or 
his associates, in order that the stock 
may be voted against Colonel Stew- 
arts candidacy. 

Quotes Former Letter. 

In this letter, Mr: Rockefeller quot- 
ed from the letter. he wrote to Colonel 
Stewart last April, as follows: 

“Your recént testimony before the 
senate committee leaves me no alter- 
native other than,to ask you to make: 
good the promise fou voluntarily gave 
me some weeks ago that you would 
resign at my request, Tgat request 
I now make.” 

Mr. Rockefeller then pointed out 
that he had announced publicly at 
the time that letter was addressed to 
Colonel Stewart that the request was 
made because of loss of confidence in 
the colonel, and in the belief that the 
oil company best would be served by 
his resignation.

Mr. Hollomon next took up the 
need of an adequate high standard 
state system of schools, asserting that 
all children, rich and poor alike, are 
entitled to -equal educational advan- 
tages and until this is made possible, 
the state will not be able to capitalize 
to the fullest extent on its unlimited 
resources. He then took issue with 
the present state system of govern- 
ment and its 180 departments which 
he stated should be reorganized so as 
to relfeve the tremendous burden now 
resting upon taxpayers of the state, 
and finally he advocated a complete 
révision of our present system of tax- 
ation. 

“When these matters have been 
properly adjusted,” he declared, “then 
we will be in a position to take our 
place with the leading states of. the 
nation. We ntust seek out the truth 
and apply its principles in order tb» 
have a still greater state.” 

The speaker then dwelt at length 
on the assets of the state, pointing 
out its great wealth in farm products 


and industries, which alone, he stated, .

He alse 
asserted that the mineral wealth of 
Georgia represented one of the state's 
greatest undeveloped ' resources.

City $250,000 in 1928, In- 
spector Jones Says. 


On the heels of release Thursday of 
the 1928 repert of A. W. Jones, city 
smoke inspector, in which it is de- 
clared that Atlanta has saved $250,- 


scientific abatement during the past 
year, Mayor I. N. Ragsdale addressed 
letters to members of a special com- 
mittee named by him to consider ad- 
visability of forcing railways operat- 
ing in the city limits to electrify their 
equipment by January 1, 1931, telling 
them to call a meeting to begin the 
study at their earliest convenience. 

Mr. Jones’ report was filed with 
Chief John Jentzen, head of the sani- 
tary department, 
smoke abatement department of the 
city government functions. One of the 
outstanding features of the report is 
a recommendation that firemen of 
stationary boilers in Atlanta be li- 
censed in order that fhey may be 
registered and thus be given proper 
instruction in handling their units. 

Smokeless smokestacks save the city 
$5,000 each year in smoke and soot 
damage, according to estimates of the 
United States government, the report 
cites, 

“If this is true, Atlanta building 
owners have saved citizens approxi- 


ments made during the past year in 
installation of equipment designed to 
prevent objectionable emissions,” Mr.

“Smokeless plants not only save sur- 
rounding buildings, but also save from 
15 to 50 per cent in fuel bills for 
operators of the units. It is seen, 
therefore. that smokeless boilers pay 
an actual dividend to the owner and 
to his neighbors.”

TO HAMPER SHOALS 
REVEALED AT QUIZ 


_ Washington, January 10.—( United 
News.)—Additional details of the 
fight conducted by southern power in- 
térests against government operation 
of Muscle Shoals were disclosed by 
testimony today when the _ federal 
trade commission resumed investiga- 
tion of utility propaganda. 

With Leon C. Bradley, former di- 
rector of the Alabama Utilities Infor- 
mation bureau at Birmingham, on the 
stand, the commission introduced fi- 
nancial records in correspondence 
showing extensive effort of utilities’ 
interests to sway public opinion 
against public ownership of the giant 
power project on the Tennessee river. 

Prior to introduction of the Muscle 
Shoals correspondence, it was shown 
the Alabama bureau spent $46,390.37 
in the four years from 1922 to 1926 
in propaganda efforts. A weekly bul- 
letin, containing articles lauding pri- 
vate utilities, was hroadcast through 
the state to a list of about 6,000 per- 
SOnS, 

Mailing lists of the Alabama bureau, 
records showed, included judges, schoo] 
superintendents, lawyers, county offi- 
cials, newspapers, libraries, doctors, 
dentists, bankers and others.

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Battle Over Until Today \as 
Party Lines Meet in 
Debate. 


Washington, Jan. 10—(4)—Party 
lines disappeared in the house today 
as members talked for hours over 
a question of personal interest to 
them—reapportionment of representa- 
tives in accordance with the popu- 
lation of the various states. 


No decision was reached and the 
question was carried over until to- 
morrow when it is expected to be re- 
sumed with full force. The specific 
legislation before the house is. the 
Fenn bill proposing that the reappor- 
tionment be carried out upon the basis 
of the present size of the house, 435, 
and in accordance witth the forth- 
coming 1930 census. 

It has been estimated that nearly a 
score of states would lose represen- 
tation under the bill and that as many 
more would gain additional members. 
Members from the states which would 
have the size of their house delega- 
tions reduced are lined up almost sol- 
idly in opposition to the bill with 
those from states which would gain 
representation arguing for the meas- 
ure. 

A year ago a somewhat similar bill 
by the same name was brought out of 
the census committee only to be de- 
feated and sent back to the same com- 
mittee for further consideration. The 
present measure is the revised product 
but apparently is as distasteful to 
many members as that of last session. 

During today’s discussion, Repre- 
sentative Dickinson, republican, Iowa, 
declared the question before the house 
apparently was a matter “of whose 
ox is gored” and that if the members 
in favor of the bill came from states 
which would lose representation un- 
der it they probably would be found 
in opposition to it. 

Proponents of the bill argued the 
constitution makes it mandatory upon 
congress to reapportion its represen- 
tation after each decennial census but 
that since it had been neglected after 
the 1920 count a method should be 
laid down by which a reallocation of 
seats would be provided for after the 
1980 enumeration even if congress 
again failed to do so. The measure 
embodies such a prevision. 

Opponents of the measure insist 
the reapportionment should be made 
by congress after the next census and 
many contend that no provision should 
be approved which would take from 
congress and give to another govern- 
mental agency, the commerce depart- 
ment, the right to carry out a reap- 
portionment.

While 
Chairman Borah of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, in charge of the anti- 
war document, is ready to ask an 
agreement for limitation of debate lit- 
tle hope of-a vote on ratification be- 
fore next week is held by the leaders. 

Among those fighting the treaty In 
behalf of an interpretation are 2 num- 
ber of senators most anxious to get 
to the pending cruiser construction 
bill and also to farm relief. On the 
other hand some of the strongest 
treaty advocates are in no hurry to 
get to the*‘cruiser bill and want to 
defer farm relief to“an extra session. 

With little hope of a compromise 
in sight the debate took on vigor to- 
day as Senator Reed, democrat, Mis- 
souri, outstanding foe of the pact, 
shot question after question at the 
speakers. Once or twice he and Sena- 
ator Borah, his former ally in the 
battle against League of Nations, 
crossed swords but these skirmishes 
were brief. 

Once again democratic leaders lined 
up behind the pact and once more 
reverberations roared from the repub- 
lican side for an interpretative decla- 
ration to the treaty so highly regard- 
ed by President Coolidge. Senators 
Barkley, of Kentucky, and Ransdell, 
of Louisiana, offered democratic in- 
dorsement of the pact witheut reser- 
vation. Senator Bingham, of Con- 
necticut, renewed the cannonading 
from the republican side for some form 
of interpretation of the pact. He was 
willing to accept the proposed report 
of the foreign relations committee as 
a declaration otf America’s position 


under the treaty. 


Peace negotiations were revived 
when Senator Moses, republican, New 
Hampshire, the author of the inter- 
pretative resolution, proposed at the 
outset of debate today that an agree 
ment be sought for a vote on the pact. 
agreement could be reached. 

Later Senators Borah, Moses and 

Senator Borah replied he hoped the 
Reed conferred, but after ‘some bick- 
ering the discussions were abandoned 
and the fight resumed in earnest on 
the floor. 
_ Under questioning Senator Borah 
insisted that the treaty could not af- 
fect efforts of any nation to seek by 
peaceful methods a readjustment of 
their boundaries.

NO. 3—BOBBY JONES, AMATEUR 
GOLF CHAMPION. 

Bobby Jones has won four out of the 
last five amateur golf championships 
of the United States. After a hard 
six or seven-year siege he finally 
broke through at Merion in 1924, and 
since the star: of that championship 
he has won 24 out of his last 25 
matches in championship play. In 
the last six years Jones hav won eight 
national championships — four at 
medal play in the United States and 
British opens and four at match play 
in the amateur round-up. He will 
again ve the outstanding vorite at 
Pebble Beach when the next amateur - 
scrimmage opens and he will again 
be the favored entry to win the next 
open. 

Bobby Jones will be 27 years old 
next March and yet he has drawn 13 
years of championship ‘xperience un- 
der heavy fire. If you take in city, 
state and sectional champio iships, 
this experience covers 15 years. And 
he is now just about at his prime. 
Last year, in addition to winning the 
amateur, he tied again for the open, 
losing to Farrell by a stroke in the 
play-off. Jones will open his next 
cannaign at Wing Foot, in the United 
States open. He will make his next 
bid at Pebble Beach. 

There is no. part of a certainty in 
sport. But there are often good bets 
to shoot at. And Jones is about as 
goud a bet as you will stumble across 
in the way of ..inning one crown or 
another.

But 
when the time came Dempsey could 
say only that he did not know, that 
he was too busy caring for the wel- 
fare of the promoter’s widow and child 
to think of his own affairs, that he 
must wind up the business ventures 
he and Rickard had together before 
making any decision. 


Going Back to Miami. 


“I am going back to Miami Beach 
directly to pick up those negotiations 
with the people with whom Tex was 
interested and with whom he desired 
me to become interested and after | 
have become thoroughly familiar with 
the details of the proposed business 
arrangements, I will come to a deei- 
sion,” he said. 

“Should the Madison Square Gar- 
den seer decide to stage the Shar- 
key-Stribling boxing match at Miami 
Beach on February 27 and I can be 
of any*assistance to them it will be 
a pleasure for me to render that as- 
sistance so that Mrs. Rickard and her

While Dempsey told newspapermen 
that the Garden directorate had made 
no efforto interest him in the man- 
agement of the boxing business, the 
heads of the Garden attempted to de- 
cide the standing of the bout Rickard 
had planned as the high light of the 
Winter season, the forerunner of an 
eutdoor campaign he hoped would 
break all records with Dempsey again 
in active competition.

There was a constantly discussed 
report in our section that vo James 
had never taken off his gun Delt since 
he first joined the guerillas under 


Quantrell. He- had even learned to 
sleep, it was said, so that if awak- 
ened in the night his hand weuld be 
on the grip of his gun as his eyes 
opened. That belt meant more to me 
than John L. Sullivan’s would have. 

It is needless to say that we little 
boys regarded Jesse James as a great 
hero. I guess most boys did. I had a 
big advantage, though, in that I 
played with Bob Palmer, the little 
son of Mrs. Allen Palmer, the sister 
of Jesse and Frank James. Our yards 
were just across the street from each 
other.

Watched Jesse James, 


Little Bob had assured me that the 
report of his. uncle never taking off 
the belt was correct. He had peeked 
through the keyhole to watch him go 
to bed. 

On one occasion, we were told (and 
we believed), a man found Jesse’s hid- 
ing place and sneaked up to the door. 
which he found unlocked. A ray of 
moonlight flashed on the blue steel of 
his gun as he drew it to shoot the 
sleeping outlaw. Before he could pull 
the trigger there was a flash from 
Jesse’s hand. The first bullet shot the 
gun from the man’s hand and the 
next went through his heart. In ten 
minutes Jesse and his gang were rid- 
ing to another town. 

The virtues of Jesse James were 
openly extolled in our town. There was 
much sympathy for him, many people 
believing that he had been wronged 
and forced into banditry. He made a 
point of never raiding in Texas. When 
he stopped at a farm house or ranch 
he always gave the woman a $20 gold 
piece and paid well for everything he 
got. These people wold not only hide 
him but would try to throw the sher- 
iff’s posse off the trail. 

No Whisky During Hours. 


I remember his virtues being point- 
ed out one time in a gang of cattle 
men. Like all little boys I listened. 
The James gang had just held up and 
robbed a train. In going through the 
passenger coach one of the bandits 
had found a jug of corn whisky. He 
called the attention of the others to it, 
yelping in glee. 

“Drop that!” ordered Jesse, the 
leader, 

With that he fired a .44 bullet 
through the jug, shattering it and 
scattering whisky all over. The busi- 
ness of holding up the frightened pas- 
sengers then proceeded, the fumes of 
whisky filling the car. 

“If you want to drink, do it when 
I tell you,” Jesse told the man. “But 
‘never let a drop of whisky pass your 
lips during business hours!” 

, As I have said, my eyes were rivet- 
ed on his belt that night. Yes, there 
it was, even while he kissed his sister. 

The first time Jesse James removed 
that belt he was killed. 

With several of the gang, including 

sob Ford, he had gone to his other 
sister’s home in Missouri. Feeling par- 
ticularly good, Jesse had offered to 
help his sister fix up the house. They 
were all in the dining room, Bob Ford 
sitting at the table. A picture on the 
wall was not right. 
Removes Belt and Is Shot. 


“Wait'll I straighten it,” said Jesse. 

The outlaw got-on a chair to hang 
the picture. He found his belt in the 
way. Forgetting for once, he undid the 
buckle and laid the belt, with the pis- 
tole in it, on the table. 

Then he reached up with both hands 
to hang the picture. It was the first 
time anybody ever had seen Jesse 
James with his hands up. Bob Ford 
cnught the idea in a flash. Reaching 
for Jesse’s belt he pulled one of the 
six-shooters and shot his leader dead. 

A big reward had been offered for 
Jesse James, dead or alive. Ford 
thought of that reward. Though he 
had rid the country of its most dan- 
gerous outlaw nobody ever spoke of 
his deed except with scorn. 

As I grew up into a man the deeds 
of the James’ gang were still dis- 
cussed. The evil effect of their ad- 
venturous deeds was to lead many 
young men into a wrong way of think- 
ing. For a long time—ten years or 
more—there was a spell of train rob- 
bing and other outlawry. 

They were both caught and hanged 
to a pole direetly in front of the 
bank they had robbed. Those dan- 
gling figures cured a lot of outlaw 
ideas then cropping up in youngsters. 

In our outfit there were three 
young cowboys—Billy Newberry, Matt 
Shaw and Newt Gibson. Occasionally 
in camp they would sit around and 
discuss the advantage of train rob- 
bery and of organizing another gang 
like that of Jesse James. Again I 
was wise enough to listen but keep my 
own counsel. 

Rest of Boys Rob Train. 

The rest of us thought it all talk 
and forgot it when we finally brought 
the herd inte Montana. 

A little later I was sent on to Kan- 
sas City and Chicago with the cattle 
train and then given a pass back to 
Texas. While I was gone those boys 
actually did drganize an outlaw band. 


| They held up a Northern Pacific 


train and robbed the express messen- 
ger of $60.000 in gold. They did 
not kill anybody, which was lucky for 
them. 

Later on all of them were captured 
and the $60,000 turned over to the ex- 
press company. 

They turned bandit, but they were 
the sort of lads who could be as kind 
to a calf as a young girl to a kitten.

Mrs. Wey succeeds Mrs. D. B. 


Harris who has served as president 


of the home for the past two years, having served as president of the in- 
stitution 13 years ago. Mrs. Harris’ report was an outstanding feature of 
‘the meeting yesterday and at its conclusion Mrs. Harris was tendered an 
enthusiastic vote of thanks for the innumerable accomplishments achiev- 


ed under her leadership. 
President’s Report. 
Mrs. Harris’ report is published in 
full and is as follows: 


“The annual meeting of the Home 
for the Friendless today marks the 
orty-first anniversary in the life of 
this institution—the oldest of the 
rroup of social welfare workers in 
the city. It is, indeed, wonderful that 
throughout all these years volunteer 
workers hace been found to carry on 
‘his home. Appreciating the confi- 
lence placed in us by the city and 
‘ounty, we have endeavored to meet 
he demands made upon us. Each 
year has shown marked improvement 
n our methods and planning. Handi- 
sapped by inadequate equipment, we 
have still accomplished a great deal 
of good. We feel that we have up- 
lifted the life of every boy and girl 
who has ever been sheltered in the 
home and have helped each one of 
them to face the difficulties that 
would confront them in after years. 

“There is rarely an empty bed in 
this house and rarely a vacant place 
at table. Many applicants are re- 
fused for lack of accommodation. It 
has been evident for several years 
that we must either enlarge this home 
or build a new one. Conditions in 
this locality nave changed since this 
home was built so that it is no longer 
xuitable for our work. Instead of 
living on a suburban lot as this was. 
we are now in the midst of noise and 
smoke and traffic. The playground 
is small and unpleasant in every way, 
so we have decided to build a new 
home on the cottage plan out where 
the air is clean and wholesome and 
where the sunshine will be a bless- 
ing. Encouraged by the Kiwanis 
club, who have offered to grey the 
hoys’ cottage, we have bougM a large 
tract of land—eight acres—in one of 
the most desirable sections Atlan- 
ta——not far from Piedmont ri Our 
plans are drawn and we havé@ accumu- 
lated a substantial sum toward. our 
new buildings, We have $50,000 
available; $10,000 has been pledged 
by the county. We confidently expect 
fo get another appropriation of $10,- 
00 from the city in its January ap- 
propriation sheet for 1929. Then, 
when the property is sold, we can go 
forward with the buildings. Real 
estate has been very quiet for the past 
two years, but while we have waited 
for a customer for this property con- 
ditions in this neighborhood have im- 
proved in value. Glen Iris is now a 
well paved thoroughfare from Ponce 
dle Leon avenue to the heart of the 
city. The opening of Forest avenue 
has brought new activity to this sec- 
tion, Several large buildings are be- 
ing erected and we now consider the 
Glen Tris front as valuable as that 
on Highland avenue. It will be sold. 
rhe new home must be built this 
spring. 

“The past year has had its usual 
vicissitudes, As long as 100 people 
live in one building such as this is, 
there must be an occasional contagi- 
ous disease. Last winter was very 
trying on this account. Our superin- 
tendent, Miss McK lreath, has met all 
the difficulties of our present. situa- 
ton as best she could with wonderful 
fortitude and patience. Too much 
cannot be said in commendation of her 
cool work. The matrons of the dif- 
ferent departments have responded to 
her good example and has been kind 
and faithful. We thank each one of 
them. The Community Chest has 
given us a great feeling of security, 
for which we are deeply grateful. 

“For many comforts and for much 
of the pleasure and happiness that the 
children have had we are indebted to 
the Kiwanis club. We appeal to 
them in all our troubles with this old

As had been foreshadowed in the 
morning by the retention of a 41-2 
per cent rate by the Bank of England, 
the New York Federal Reserve direc- 
tors, meeting after the close, left its 
5 per cent rate unehanged. Call 
money renewed at 6 per cent for the 
first time since November 15, and 
held at that rate all day. 

The federal reserve reports after 
the close, however, were not particu- 
larly cheerful. While a substantial! 
reduction in the brokerage loan total 
had been looked for as result of the 
stock liquidation late last week and 
early this, the reserve compilation dis- 
closed a decline of only $17,304,000, 
leaving the total only about $80,000,- 
000 under the peak figure of December 
5, and about $1,500,000,000 above the 
total a year ago. 

Bank Withdrawals Offset. 


The federal reserve. disclosed that 
the New York banks, which put about 
$600,000,000 in brokers’ loans over 
the year end, had withdrawn more 
than $850.000.000 from the market, 
but that this had been largely offset 
by corporations, individuals, and out 
of town banks. 

The reserve bank also revealed a 
further loss of gold through earmark- 
ing of about $30,000,000 during the 
week, presumably for the Bank of

The outstanding development in the 
day's news was‘the unexpectedly large 
increase of nearly 304.000 tons in 
the unfilled orders of the U. S. Steel 
cempany during December, despite the 
unustally brisk mill activity of that 
month. This carried the total of un 
filled orders up to the highest level 
since last March,’ and was the largest 
monthly inerease since December. 
1927. . 

Bellas Hess Up 11 Points. 

Merchandising, chemical, tobacco 
and stee] shares were prominent in 
the upswing. National Bellas Hess 
mounted more than 11 points, while 
Allied Chemical and. American ~- Ma- 
chine and Foundry made extreme 
gains of about 10 points each, bunt 
lost much of their gains. Radio sold 
up 9 points, then lost more than half 
its gain. 

The increase in U. 8S. Steel's nn- 
filled orders had been largely: dis- 
counted yesterday, and the stock turn- 
ed heavy iy “selling on the good 
news.” Some of the independent 
steels, notably Crucible and Centra] 
Alloy. formed ahead. General Motors 
and Chrysler turned heavy at the 
close, and Pierce Arrow 
countered realizing. Hupp, however. 
was well supported. 

Kisenlohr, which is reputed to have 
harbored a short interest, was again 
pushed up 3 points, and several other 
tobacco stocks made like gains. 

St. Paul Preferred Soars. 

In the rails, St. Paul preferred 
touched 61 1-4, the highest price since 
the reorganization, and Pere Mar- 
quette climbed 5 points. 

American Express fell more than 9 
points and National Tea lost 8, while 
General American Tank Car, Com- 
mercial Solvents, Greene Cananeéa, and 
Commercial Investment Trust sagged 
2 to 3 points. 

The commodity markets were quiet 
and generally steady, although sugar 
refiners announced a 10-point drop 
in the price of granulated effective 
tomorrow, making the price 5.05 cents 
a pound. Wheat was again firm on 
reports of weather damage. Cotton 
was dull with price changes negligible. 

Foreign exchanges were marked by 
firmness of European currencies, while 
the Canadian dollar again sagged 
slightly. and Japanese yen dropped 
10 points to 45. 45 cents.

PETER DENNIS, 74, 
MACON ARCHITECT, 
SUDDENLY DIES 


Macon, Ga., January 10.—(>)— 
Peter E. Dennis, 74 years old, dean 
of Macon architects and one of the 
best known men in his profession in 
Georgia, died at 8 o'clock this after- 
noon at his home on Log Cabin 
Heights after an illness of less than 
a week, Pneumonia, which developed 
Wednesday night, was the immediate 
fause of his death. 

Mr. Dennis was one of the founders 
of the Centenary Methodist church 
fin 1885, the work of which his whole 
Jife had been wrapped up.

He was 
the senior member of the firm of 
Vennis & Dennis, architects, 

He also was lay leader of the Ma- 
con district of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church.in the South Georgia con- 
ference and was one of the most 
prominent laymen in that conference. 

Mr. Dennis was born in Talbotton. 
Ga.. and came to Macon about 40 
years ago. Throughout his life, his 
friends say, he carried his religion 
_into his everyday life. - 

There were four men who were ac- 
tive in the organization of the Cen- 
tenary Methodist church, Mr. Dennis’ 
nesociates being R. F. Rurden, J. J.

The Day i in Finance Bank of England Fails to Raise 


Rediscount Rate; Railroad 
Buying Helps Steel Industry. 


New York, January 10.—Some 
Wall street people have been predict- 
ing that the Bank of England at its 
weekly meeting wougd advance its re- 
discount rate today and that such ac- 
tion announced tere before the close 
of our stock market would be followed 
later today by an advance in the re- 
discount rate of the Federal Reserve 
bank here. Wall street learned long 
before the opening of the stock mar- 
ket that the Bank of England rate 
had not only remained unchanged but 
that the reserve ratio of that institu- 
tion had advanced from 24.2 a week 
ago to 38.9. Then call money here 
opened at 6 per cent against 8 early 
ing the week, resulting in a strong 
opening of the stock market. In the 
second hour there was selling but 
with the volume of business handled 
falling off. Before noon the upward 
price movement in the stock market 
was resumed with activity increasing. 

Sentiment in Wall street today was 
also helped by the unexpected increase 


of 300,000 tons in the December un- 
filled order of the Steel corporation. 
The largest estimate had been for an 
increase of 100,000 tons. Railroad 
buying is believed to be responsible 
for. the unexpected large December in- 
crease in business. A year ago there 
was an unexpected increase of 500,- 
000 tons for December on railroad 
year-end buying. The Steel corpora- 
tion had unfilled orders at the close 
of December of 3,976,000 tons against 
the 1928 high of 4,398,000 made at 
the close of February and with the 
years low of 3,416,000 made at the 
end of May. <A year ago the figures 
were 3,973,000 
Scrap Steel Advances. 


Pittsburgh announced another in- 
crease of 2o cents a ton in scrap steel. 
This is understood in steel circles to 
mean a sure sign of activity in the 
steel trade. The Iron Age says that 
buying of machine tools, especially by 
automobile manufacturers, assures ac- 
tivity for the first quarter.

_ Trial in Tennessee Today 


County Education Board 
To Try Instructor on 
Charge of Teaching Evo- 
lution in School. 


Jamestown, Tenn., January 10.— 
(United - News.)—The curtain . will 
rise at noon tomorrow on another one 
of Tennessee's famed evolution exhibi- 


tions. 

The scene will be set in the county 
courthouse in this city, Alvin York’s 
county seat. The central character. 
as yet scarcely known beyond the con- 
fines of his own school district, is 
Professor Elmore Gentry, who is prin- 
cipal of the Clarks Range High school 
in Fentress county.

Gentry case tomorrow as an observer. 
Dr. John R. Neal, defense counsel 
for Scopes, said last night he would 
like to attend and may do so.

Authorities 
were investigating the suicide theory 
further, however, and were also seek- 
ing a possible motive for murder. 

Baker found the body of his former 
wife when he started to enter his ga- 
rage. The feet were protruding from 
a apa building near the garage, he 
said. 

“T entered the building and there 
found her body with her head cover- 
ed with blood and the pistol in her 
hand,” Baker said. 

Miss Newsum divorced Baker last 
April and her maiden name was re- 
stored. Baker said he had not been 
with her since her return from Chi- 
cago where she went after obtaining 
the divorce. He had seen her a few 
times, he said, at dances and theaters. 

Physicians expressed the belief Miss 
Newsum had been dead about four 
hours when the body was found.
